School Report 


The school board herewith respectfully submits its annual — 


report on the condition of the schools under its charge. 


The board takes pleasure in stating that the year just 


ended has been successful in every respect. 

The teachers engaged by the board deserve appre- 
ciation for their untiring efforts to maintain schools of 
standard quality. It is well to remember that the office 
of the education of human beings is one of the noblest on 
earth. There are few classes which contribute so much 
to the stability of the state, and to domestic happiness. 
The teachers deserve more support and less criticism. 

Nine schools have been maintained during the year; six 
of them have been in session thirty-one weeks, the other 
three thirty-three weeks. The board has devised plans to 
balance the six previously mentioned during the coming 
spring term. | 

The board wishes to emphasize the importance of regular 
attendance. Irregular attendance not only retards the 
pupil’s progress, but also makes the work of imparting 
knowledge much more difficult. It is a sad mistake to 
deprive children of the ‘educational advantages . placed 
before them, especially in our strenuous and complex age. 
It is well to remember that the school laws consider sickness 
the only valid excuse for non-attendance at school during 
the school age as established by statute. 

Under the provision of the school laws for 1909, we will 
draw this year from the state a considerable sum for ap- 


proved teachers and attendance of pupils, providing, how- 


ever, that our schools will be in session 30 weeks, and the 
- daily average wil) meet the requirements as prescribed by 


pit > 
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law. It is obvious that the latter requires the hearty co- 
operation of all patrons who are in charge of school children.
